Next in food production, com pared 
to space occupied, are vegetables 
ai which we eat roots, stem#, or 
seed pods. Beets, carrots, parsnips, 
broccoli, snap beans, turnips and 
onions all give heavy yields, are rich 


In calorie value, vitamin# and min­ 
erals. 


D on't discard any of these on 
the theory th a t you do not like 
them , unles# you have eaten them 
when half grown, fresh from the 
garden. Tills is an experience which 
only hom e gardners can enjoy, and 
it will give anyone a new conception 
of how delicious vegetables can be. 
Vegetables which give the lowest 
return are those of which we eat 
the seed or fruits, d ish as melons, 
cucum bers, squash, sweet corn, peas 
and lim a beans. B ut if you can grow 
these on stakes, trellises or fences, 
thus exploiting the air rights of 
your garden area, you can afford 
these luxury crops even in a small 
garden. 
Tomatoes, pruned and staked, take 
up no m ore space th a n carrots, yet 
yield abundantly over a long season. 
Cucumbers, melons, and pole lima 
beans are all good crops for training 
on a garden fence, where they yield 
well. 
A plan which keeps your garden 
space busy throughout Live season 
will require some ntudv. The crop# 
which require most planning are 
thoee which give a short harvest 
and should be planted for several 


crops, m aturing one after the other. 
The tendency is to now too m uch 
in the spring, so there is more than 
you can use from the first harvest, 
then a scarcity later on. 


The faster a vegetable grow#, the 
less tim e It rem ains In good table 
condition after it m atures. To pre­ 
vent waste, you m ust sow at first 
only enough seed to produce the 
vegetables you can use before they 
lose quality. T hen m ake other sow­ 
ings, to m ature in succession, ac 
you always have a new crop, in 
harvest or approaching it.
